Churchill still remains an ardent free trader and Mr. 
Amery is a fixtureNn the high protectionist school. 

In spite of what some of our own high pro¬ 
tectionists say, of course, the people of Great Britain 
will not submit to an increase in the cost of living. 
And is the Conservative Party so wedded to its high 
tariff policy? According to The Toropto Globe’s 
special cable from Great Yarmouth, where the Gov¬ 
ernment opened its campaign the other day, the great 
gathering found an outlet for its enthusiasm in the 
singing of “Marching Through Georgia’’ and “John 
Brown’s Body." Surely this must Have jarred the 
susceptibilities of those members of the party who 
still would like to settle the affairs of the Empire 
from the recesses of those comfortable armchairs of 
which the Carlton Club ia pardonably proud. What 
could be more preposterous than the importation from 
the United States, free of all duty, of course, of battle 
songs for the campaign of the great Conservative Party 
—the cornerstone of British imperialism? What 
sacrilege! And why has it discarded “Land of Hope 
and Glory”? 

ITie explanation is simple. The same people 
who advortte an imperial ecdnomic unit, a tariff 
against the world—purely for the purpose of political 
manoeuvre—are the same people w'ho stick to the 
good old free trade principle. If an American re¬ 
frain, duty free, is considered suitable to the mood 
of a great gathering of Old Country Conservative high 
protectionists, they will sing it without hesitation. 
And if an Old Country Conservative finds he can buy 
an article produced in a foreign land cheaper than 
a similar article produced in his own or another 
British cduntry. he will buy iL And if there is one 
individual in the wide world with whom sentiment 
in business cuts scarcely any figure at all. it is the 
businessman of Britain. In what economic position 
would Great Britain find herself to-day if her people 
had not followed this policy? She reached her posi¬ 
tion as the principal creditor nation of the world by 
refusing every form of trade restriction. Mr. Churchill, 
as Chancellor of the Exchequer, is fully aware of 
this fact. Thar is why he still believes, as he said 
a few years ago, that “the Tory-Party is a party 
of the vested interests, corruption at home, aggres¬ 
sion to cover it up abroad . . .., the trickery of tariff 
jugglery .... patriotism by the imperial pint .... 
dear food for the -million, and cheap labor for the 
millionaire."
